Although he gets $200 
a month for life because of his 
disability, “Ike”. wants to live a 
useful life and do his part. He

The spring is controlled by a re- 
lease button, which when pressed 
pastes a plunger against ‘the rub- 

er plug. in the bullet-nosed tube. 
This forces the liquid injection 
through the tiny hole as a fine, 
high-velosity jet under pressures 
between 2,300 to 3,500 pounds per 
square inch. The liquid comes out 
in such a fine sharp stream that it 
pierces the skin, giving little or no 
pain.
